Then my dad made a 
deal with a guy named Ted Bentley, 
who he was building a big house for 
at the time. Bentley told my dad that if 
he would give him a deal on the gas 
fittings for the house that he would 
teach me how to become a profes- 
sional wrestler. 


EDITOR: At ten years old, when you 
were first introduced to wrestling, 
were you physically a big kid? 


BULLDOG: No, | was really small. | 


was really, really skinny. 


EDITOR: As a child growing up, 
who were some of your role models? 
Who did you look up to? 


BULLDOG: That's really hard to say. 
My ex-partner, the Dynamite Kid, was 
a good role model for me. He was 
wrestling professionally in England at 
the time, so I’d have to say him. 


EDITOR: At ten years you get 
into amateur wrestling. At such a 
young age, did you realize that 
this was what you wanted to do 
with your life or did you have other 
ambitions besides this? 


BULLDOG: No, | had no idea that 
one day I'd be a professional 
wrestler | thought I’d have a normal 
job like my dad, or my mum, or my 
brother. 


EDITOR: What did you aspire to be? 


BULLDOG: With it being a long time 
ago, you know, | just wanted to satis- 
fy my parents. | wanted to show them 
that they brought up a good kid. | just 
wanted to make sure that they were 
happy and | was happy, no matter 
what | did... whether it be working on 
the gas board or whatever. 


EDITOR: What kind of student 


were you? 


BULLDOG: So-so. As | got older, 
when | got to the age of 12, | real- 
ized then that | wanted to become a 
professional wrestler. So, that’s where 
most of my time and energy went. 


EDITOR: Did you play any other 
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sports, besides wrestling, at the time? 


BULLDOG: Yes, | played rugby. 


EDITOR: As a teenager, would you 
consider yourself outgoing? Or were 
you more reserved? 


BULLDOG: | was pretty quiet and 
shy. | did what | was told and tried to 
make people happy. | tried not to 
cause any trouble at all... just do my 
job and do it the best | could. 


EDITOR: What did you do after you 
graduated from high school? 


BULLDOG: | never graduated from 
high school. | turned pro at 15 and | 
lef school when | was 16. 


EDITOR: So tell me about your first 


professional bout and how that came 
about. 


BULLDOG: Well, one day my 
trainer came up fo me and gave 
me a letter. | opened it up and it 
read, “You've got your first profes- 
sional match, it’s going to be in 
Birmingham and you’re going to 
be facing Bernie Wright.” | was to- 
tally shocked! | was only 15 at the 
time and | didn’t plan on turning 
pro until | was at least 17 or 18! But 
the promoter wanted a younger kid 
to show the people in England that 
the younger kids could do it, too! 


EDITOR: At 15, were you physically 
bigger at that point? 


BULLDOG: No, not really. 
| was about 140 pounds. 


EDITOR: What do 
you remember about 
that night of your 
tirst professional 
wrestling match? 


BULLDOG: | re- 
member when | was 
driving down there, | 
was really nervous. | 
had many matches in 
that professional ring 
at the gym, but | had 
never had a match 

in front of a live 


audience. | remember walking in the 
dressing room and there were alll 
these big, humongous guys, all look- 
ing at me and thinking, “What's this 
young punk doing here? He doesn’t 
belong in here.” | felt very intimidat- 
ed, you know, | was shy and | just sat 
in the corner all by myself and put my 
boots on. | went in the ring and | got 
a pretty good ovation because | was 
only 15. | put on a helluva show for 
them and from that day on, the pro- 
moter told me | was hired full time. He 
decided then to put me on TV with his 
big brother, who was known as “Big 
Daddy” against Giant Haystacks and 
somebody else. | went on TV, on Wild 
World of Sports, which was a big 
show in England. 


EDITOR: And you're only 15 at 
this point? 


BULLDOG: Yes. That was ona

Shortly 
thereafter, Vince saw a tape of me 
and Dynamite from Japan and saw 
all of the aerial tactics we did and 
told Stu that “he had to have those 
two guys.” He then called me up 
and asked me if we'd like to come to 
the World Wrestling Federation. So, 
we flew into Toronto [Ontario] and it 
seemed just too good to be true. 
After a week and a half, two weeks, 
Dynamite and | looked at each other, 
got on a plane and went home. | 
don’t think Vince even knew about it. 


EDITOR: Was it just overwhelming? 


BULLDOG: We were just over- 
whelmed with the guys, you know. 
They were like, “Who are these 
guys? We're the top stars.” The boys 
treated us like scum, you know, when 
in fact we were the big names in 
western Canada. So, Dynamite and 
| said, “Screw it! We're leaving!” 
So, we got on the plane and went 
home. To put it mildly, we quit. Vince 
couldn't believe it! Bret then called 
me up and | told him that it just 
wasn’t our cup of tea. | told him that 
maybe one day we'd go back, but 
right now we’re not. We're just 
going to wrestle for Stu and do our 
Japan tours, because in Japan, they 
really liked us. We were booked 
solid in Japan. So, Vince called me 
up a second time and said that he 
wanted to see us and talk to us. He 
wanted to hear what the problems 
were. | remember we flew out to 
Toronto and met with Vince and Jack 
Tunney in a Howard Johnson’s. 
When we walked into the room, 
Vince was on the phone with Mr. T 
at the time. I'll never forget it. They 
were talking about WrestleMania, 
with Roddy Piper boxing Mr. T. | 
looked at Dynamite and said, “It 
looks like this thing’s really taking 
off!” Mr. T was on The A-Team! So we 
talked to Vince and told him we 
would come back, but we had to fulfill 
a five-week obligation in Japan first. 


EDITOR: Let's talk about the British 
Bulldogs. You and the Dynamite Kid 
definitely—without a doubt— were a 
tag team ahead of your time. Would 
you say that your and the Dynamite 
Kid’s style was something that was 
developed in Japan? Or were you 
both always those type of workers? 


BULLDOG: We always worked that 
way. But when we got to Japan, we 
turned it up a few notches, you 
know. The people were just over- 
whelmed at what we could do— 
what Dynamite could do when he 
wrestled Tiger Mask or what | could 
do when | wrestled Cobra. We then 
just brought it all back to the states. 
The people were used to watching 
Big John Studd slugging it out 
against Andre the Giant. Then here 
come two English guys stepping in 
the ring against the Moondogs or 
Rene Goulet, whoever it might be, 
you know. Whether it was with Greg 
Valentine or Brutus Beefcake, we 
could just turn it on! Drop-kicks and 
flying elbows off the top rope. 
I'd press Dynamite and throw 
him across the ring for a flying head- 
butt. They had never seen that kind 
of wrestling. 


EDITOR: Now, you and Dynamite 
were a successful tag team, champi- 
ons on a couple of occasions. 
Eventually you broke up and went 
your separate ways. Why? 


BULLDOG: We were doing a tour 
of Japan and Vince was trying to 
negotiate a deal with Baba [a 
Japanese promoter] at the time. | 
was on tour with Dynamite, Don 
Muraco and a couple of other 
American wrestlers. | think it was 
after the incident with the Rougeau 
Brothers—during their prior stay in 
the World Wrestling Federation, the 
Dynamite Kid had gotten into a 
vicious locker room fight with 
Jacques Rougeau... Anyway, Vince 
asked Dynamite, “When would you 
like to come back? When are you 
available?” Dynamite’s answer was, 
“In about ten years.” Everybody 
laughed—like ha-ha, you know, he 
got Vince McMahon. But, Dynamite 
wasn't kidding. Vince then asked me 
if | would ever consider coming back 


EDITOR: How does it feel, after all 
these years in the World Wrestling 
Federation, to work on the same 
side—for the first time ever—with all 
your family members—Owen, 
Bulldog and the Anvil? Is that some 
thing you always wanted to do in 
this business? 


BULLDOG: You know, it’s really 
weird. You've got Brian Pillman, who 
started out in Stampede wrestling, 
then went on to independent work 
and then went down and became a 
pretty big name in WCW. You've got 
the Anvil, who’s been hired and fired 
more times... so many times | forgot. 
And you've got Bret and Owen, 
who've been with the Federation the 
longest. So, for all of the family to re- 
unite at the “Canadian Stampede” 
[in July], | thought was tremendous. 
We received a tremendous ovation. 
With my wife Diana by my side, 
who'd just won “Mrs. Calgary”, 
| thought the chances of that all 
coming together were slim and none. 
It was very hard to believe that 
Brian Pillman would one day be in 
our corner in Calgary. 


EDITOR: How would you compare 
that, which was really a great scene, 
to that at the Wembley Stadium? Did 
it mean just as much?

BULLDOG: The Wembley Stadium 
meant more to me because the 
Intercontinental Championship belt 
was on the line, my wife Diana was 
there in my corner and, of course, 
82,000 English people were back- 
ing me.

His planning and scheming 
and loyalty for the Nation were 
for nought... Crush was hung out 
to dry. 

He let the shock build inside him

roots and recruited his lifelong 
friends in an effort to even the 
score with the “New” Nation of 
Domination—now reorganized 
with new members Ahmed 
Johnson, Kama Bin Mustafa and 
D-Lo Brown. 

Within weeks, Crush returned to 
the Federation and introduced the 
New Nation and the global public 
to his best friends, his “brothers” — 
the Disciples of Apocalypse—and 


Crush, Chainz, 8-Ball and Skull 


are every bit as mean as they 
are huge. 

The Kona native, the club's 
leader, led the way on his custom 
Harley-Davidson with his brothers 
right behind him during another 
interview with the Nation on RAW. 
Crush explained to the world what 
D.O.A. was all about. 

“This is a real brotherhood,” he 
said to Faarooq. “We live together, 
we eat together and we sure as hell 
fight together.” 

On that cue, the leather- and 
chain-clad bikers rushed the 
Nation. Fists and feet flew in all 


directions... leather and sweat 
covered the canvas, as the bikers 
wrestled and hammered their foes 
in a frenzy. In the smoldering atfter- 
math, the Nation’s bodies were 
strewn across the ring, some 
spread-eagle, others bewildered 
and Johnson severely injured with 
torn ligaments in his knee. 

Crush was later overheard 
telling someone that the attack was 
a classic case of “stomping”, which 
in the hardcore world of motorcycle 
clubs translates to 
“a beating”. 

The Nation of 
Domination, how- 
_ ever, wasn’t the 
only group of thugs 
on D.O.A.'s hit list. 
See Savio Vega, who 
~~. was also canned by 
Faaroog and was 
considered Crush’s 
pal during their 
Domination days, 
also formed an 
alliance of Puerto- 
Rican athletes.

Boricuas, Savio s 
gang clarified that

One week after members of both 
camps collided on RAW, the !@#$ 
hit the fan in mid-July. A panic- 
stricken Savio interrupted the live 
television taping of RAW IS WAR 
and informed a cameraman that 
something had gone drastically 
awry in another part of the arena.

t was during a June episode of 

RAW IS WAR when we were first 

xposed to them—four men of 
Puerto-Rican heritage, led by Savio 
Vega, who charged the ring and 
instigated an eightman brawl with the 
New Nation of Domination. At the 
time, millions across the globe 
wondered: “Who are these guys? 
Why are they here? And who or what 
are they after?” 

Shortly thereafter, “Los Boricuas” 
would become a household name... 

Los Boricuas comes from the Tainos 
Indians of Puerto Rico. In their native 
language, the word “Borinquen” 
means “Puerto Rico”. Therefore, 
the people of the island 
are called “Boricuas”. Vega 
is driven to prove that his 
Boricuas—no matter how 
aggressive they might be- 
come—will always remain 
true to their proud heritage. 

“There are a few people 
who want to try to be Cuban 
when they don’t even speak 
Spanish,” Savio says. “Then 
you have Mexicans who want 
to be Cubans. We are the real 
deal... we are Los Boricuas! It is 
in our blood.” 

As part of this new era of 
“warfare” in the Federation, 
Vega is displaying his Puerto- 
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Rican lineage like never before. Back 
in January when he first joined the 
Nation, many fans felt he had turned 
his back on his people, his nation and 
most important, his heritage.
